Judges Fisher and Wood decide, in brief, 
that the land in question was from the 
beginning the rightful property of the pre- 
decessors of the present occupants and 
owners. Judge Hough says the rights of 
these predecessors were first vested by the 
wharf deed of 1833, which deeded this prop- 
erty to these former holders of it. 

That is. Judges Wood and Fisher hold 
that the property of Louis Le Beaume, giv- 
en to him by grant, always had the river's 
edge as its eastern boundary.

Killing Pace Causes Two Teams to 
Drop Out of the New 
York Contest. 


NBW YORK, Dec. 10 --Owing to the furt- 
ous pace which had been kept up during 
the night, the Dussot-Mazan, Palmer- 
Agraz and Downing-IAmberg teams were 
compelled to abandon the contest in the 
last day of the aix-day bicycle race at 
Madison Square garden today. 

The last two of these teams had dropped 
hopelessly in the rear last night and dur- 
ing the early morning lost lap after lap, 
leaving the track from time to time. It Is 
not at all unlikely that the Keegan-Logan 
team will be forced to retire during the 
day.

PPRTH AMBOY, N. J., Dec. 10.—The tor- 
pedo boats bullt at the Ramsey shipyard 
in this city by Lewis Nixon, for the Rus- 
sian government, will leave here today. 
Nine of them have been taken apart and 
loaded on a barge, to be towed to New 
York and shipped as merchandise on 4 
trans-Atlantic liner. The tenth boat will 
cross the ocean under its own power. Two 
six-cylinder gasoline engines have been in- 
stalled. Each is expected to develop 500 
horsepower. Together the engines will 


drive the little boat at a speed of 2 knots 
an hour toward the Czvzar’s dominions. 
Under favorable conditions the boat will 
make 2% knots. The nine boats that have 
been taken apart occupy a surprisingly 
small amount of space. The parts of one 
size and shape are packed together like 
spoons and fastened with stout wire. It 
is expected that they will be on thelr way 
to Europe wit hin a few days.

Four witnesses were heard relative to the 
case Friday afternoon, as told in late edi- 
tions of the Post-Dispatch. These were 
Albert H. Bauer, James Adkins, secretary 
and treasurer of the United Railways com- 
pany; Murray Carleton, president, and 
Alanson D. Brown, a member of the board 
of directors of the United Rallways com- 
pany. 

The substance of the testimony was that 
by the surrender of the lease of the Tran- 
sit company to the United Railways com- 
pany, and the transfer of its assets to 
Brown Bros. & Co., not a cent was left 
for the stockholders and creditors of the 
Transit company; that when the news of 


the merger became public Transit company 
stock dropped from $10.87 to $8.76. 


UNITED RAILWAYS STOCK 
MADE BIG RISE 


Alanson D. Brown testified that the value 
of his stock in the United Railways was 
about twenty-five times as great as that 
of his holdings in the Transit company. 

Murray Carleton, president, testified that 


he held stock in the Transit company and 
that he was a menyber of the syndicate for 
the purpose of buying %8.000,000 of Transit 
company bonds, $4,000,000 of which were 
held by Brown Bros. & Co., of New York, 
who engineered the deal. Afterwards, the 
bonds Were found to be unsalable, he said.

18, and that he was largely interested in 
the Brown Bros. syndicate, he testifie 
although he was not to have any interes 
in the 15,000 shares which Brown Bros. re- 
ceived for effecting the merger, nor any 
share of ®) per mt of the profits at 
Brown Bros. were to realize from the deal.

Newton I. Goodwin. employed as stable- 
man for the Atlantic and Pacific Tea Co., 
712 North Broadway, was saved from death 
by suffocation by Harry C. Crow, engineer 
at a restaurant adjoining the tea store, 
in a firé, which destroyed the company's 
building at 5 o'clock Saturday morning. 

Goodwin was asleep in a room in the sec- 
ond-story of the stable tn the rear of the 
tea company’s four-story Dbuflding, con- 
nected with the main structure by a one- 
story passagewry. 

Crow if accustomed to call Goodwin each 
morning a few minutes before 6 o'clock 
by shouting from the alley in the rear of 
the building. 7 

Saturday morning, as Crow stepped into 
the alley, he discovered the rear of the tea 
company’s building a mass of flames, which 
seemed on the point of communicating to 
the stable. He called in vain for Goodwin. 
mut the latter did not respond. 


Crash of Glare 
_ Awoke Sleeper. 
Crow beat on the door, but there was stil! 


climbed onto the roof between the stable 
and the main building and kicked in a win- 
dow, leading to Goodwin’s room. The noise 
of. the. breaking glass aroused Goo.‘win, 
who had ‘been partially overcome by smoke 
while he alept. 

He ran down the ladder into the stable 
and began the rescue of the six horses. 
Crow ran to a fire alarm box at Fourth 
and Morgan streets and turned in an 
alarm. He then returned to assist Good- 
win in getting the horses to a place of 
safety. 

The two men working in the darkened 
stable, filled with smoke, had a difficult 
time with the horses, which the smoke ex- 
cited. 

Coats were thrown over the heads of the 
animals, however, and they were led into 
the alley and out onto Morgan street. All 
six horses were taken out. 

Those who first discovered the fire, Crow, 
who was [n the alley, and Patrolman Berr,, 
who was standing at Broadway and Lucas 
avenue, say that the blaze gtarted like an 
explosion. One moment the bullding was 
in entire darkness and the next it was 
lighted by a flash of flame, which seemed 
to reach from the basement to the roof. 
The reflection wae seen from the windows 
of every floor, while the flame shot sky- 
ward through an opening in the roof of the 
‘one-story part of the building in the rear, 
At that time the fire seemed for the most 
part in the rear of the main building.
